June 16, 1938.

TITLE 26 —INTERNAL REVENUE 
BUREAU OP INTERNAL REVENUE 
|T.D. 4834| 

Regulations Relating to the Issuance 
or Licenses to Manufacturers and 
Dealers in Firearms or Ammunition 
Who Are Subject to the Provisions 
or the Federal Firearms Act 

To Collectors of Internal Revenue and 
Others Concerned: 

The Federal Firearms Act (Public, No. 
785. 75th Congress, approved June 30. 
1938. and effective on and after July 
30. 1938 >. provides as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That as used 
in this Act— 

(1) The terra “person" include* an indi¬ 
vidual. partnership, association, or corpo¬ 
ration. 

(2) The term “interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce*' means commerce between any State. 
Territory, or possession (including the Phil¬ 
ippine Island* but not Including the Canal 


Zone), or the District of Columbia, and airy 
place outside thereof: or between point* 
within the name State. Territory, or poeaea- 
aion (including the Philippine Island* but 
not Including the Canal Zone), or the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, but through any place 
outside thereof; or within any Territory or 
possession or the District of Columbia. 

(3) The term “firearm** means any weapon, 
by whatever name known, which Is de¬ 
signed to expel a projectile or projectile* 
by the action of on explosive and a nrearm 
muffler or firearm silencer, or any part or 
parts of such weapon. 

(4) The term “manufacturer" mean* any 
person engaged in the manufacture or Im¬ 
portation of firearm*, or ammunition or 
cartridge case*, primers, bullets, or propel¬ 
lent powder for purpose* of sale or distribu¬ 
tion; and the term “licensed manufacturer" 
mean* any such person licensed under the 
provisions of this Act. 

(5) The term “dealer" means any person 
engaged in the business of selling firearms 
or ammunition or cartridge case*, primer*, 
bullet* or propellent powder, at wholesale 
or retail, or any person engaged In the busi¬ 
ness of repairing such firearm* or of manu¬ 
facturing or fitting special barrel*, stock*, 
trigger mechanism*, or breach mechanisms 
to firearm*, and the term “licensed dealer" 
mean* any such person licensed under the 
provision* of this Act. 

(0) The terra “crime of violence" mean* 
murder, manslaughter, rape, mayhem, kid¬ 
naping, burglary, housebreaking; assault 
with intent to kill, commit rape, or rob; 
assault wtth a dangerous weapon, or assault 
with intent to commit any offense punish¬ 
able by imprisonment for more than one 


(7) The term “fugitive from Justice" 
mean any person who ha* fled from any 
State. Territory, the District of Columbia, or 
possession of the United State* to avoid 
prosecution for a crime of violence or to 
avoid giving testimony in any criminal pro¬ 
ceeding. 

(81 The term "ammunition" shall include 
all pistol or revolver ammunition except 22- 
caliber rim-fir© ammunition. 

Sex* 2. (a) It shall be unlawful for any 
manufacturer or dealer, except a manufac¬ 
turer or dealer having a license issued under 
the provisions of this Act. to transport, ship, 
or receive any firearm or ammunition in 
interstate or foreign commerce. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to 
receive any firearm or ammunition trans¬ 
ported or shipped in interstate or foreign 
commerce in violation of subdivision (a) of 
this section, knowing or having reasonable 
cause to believe such firearms or ammuni¬ 
tion to have been transported or shipped in 
violation of subdivision (a) of this section 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any licensed 
manufacturer or dealer to transport or ship 
any firearm In interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce to any person other than a licensed 
manufacturer or dealer In any State the law* 
of which require that a license be obtained 
for the purchase of such firearm, unless 
such license is exhibited to such manufac¬ 
turer or dealer by the prospective purchaser 

(d) It shall be unlawful for any person to 
ship, transport, or cause to be shipped or 
transported In Interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce any firearm or ammunition to any 
person knowing or having reasonable cause 
to believe that such person Is under indict¬ 
ment or ha* been convicted in any court of 
the United States, the several States. Ter¬ 
ritories. possessions (including the Philip¬ 
pine Islands), or the District of Columbia 
of a crime of violence or is a fugutlve 1 from 
Justice. 

(o) It shall be unlawful for any person 
who 1* under Indictment or who has been 
convicted of a crime of violence or who is 
a fugutlve 1 from Justice to ship, transport, 
or cause to be snipped or transported in 
interstate or foreign commerce any firearm 
or ammunition. 


(f) It shall be unlawful for any person 
who ha* been convicted of a crime of vio¬ 
lence or Is a fugutlve 1 from Justice to re¬ 
ceive any firearm or ammunition which has 
been shipped or transported in interstate or 
foreign commerce, and the possession of a 
firearm or ammunition by any such person 
shall be presumptive evidence that such 
firearm or ammunition was shipped or trans¬ 
ported or received, os the cost may be, by 
such person in violation of this Act. 

(g) It shall be unlawful far any person to 
transport or ship or cause to be transported 
or shipped in interstate or foreign commerce 
any stolen firearm or ammunition, knowing, 
or having reasonable cause to believe, same 
to have boon stolen. 

(h) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to receive, conceal, store, barter, sell, or 
dispose of any firearm or ammunition or to 
pledge ur accept ns security for a loan any 
firearm or ammunition moving In or which 
Is a part of interstate or foreign commerce, 
and which while so moving or constituting 
such part ha* been stolen, knowing, or hav¬ 
ing reasonable cause to believe the some to 
have been stolen. 

(1) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to transport, ship, or knowingly receive In 
Interstate or foreign commerce any firearm 
from which the manufacturer'* serial num¬ 
ber hn* been removed, obliterated, or al¬ 
tered. and the possession of any such fire¬ 
arm shall be presumptive evidence that such 
firearm was transported, shipped, or re¬ 
ceived. a* the case may be. by the pemaamor 
in violation of this Act. 

Sec. 3. (a) Any manufacturer or dealer 
desiring a license to transport, ship, or re¬ 
ceive firearm* or ammunition in Interstate 
or foreign commerce shall make applica¬ 
tion to the Secretary of the Treasury, who 
shall prescribe by rules and regulations the 
information to be contained in such appli¬ 
cation. The applicant shall, if a manufac¬ 
turer. pay a fee of $25 per annum and. if a 
dealer, Khali pay a fee of $1 per annum. 

(b) Upon payment of the prescribed fee. 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall issue to 
such applicant a license which shall entitle 
the licensee to transport, ship, and receive 
firearms and ammunition In interstate and 
foreign commerce unless and until the li¬ 
cense is suspended or revoked in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act: Provided, 
That no license shall be issued to any ap¬ 
plicant within two years after the revoca¬ 
tion of a previous license. 

(c) Whenever any licensee Is convicted of 
a violation of any of the provision* of this 
Act. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the 
court to notify the Secretary of the Treasury 
within forty-eight hours after sdeh convic¬ 
tion and said Secretary shall revoke such 
license: Provided, That in the case of appeal 
from such oonvlction the licensee rosy fur¬ 
nish a bond in the amount of $1,000. and 
upon receipt of such bond acceptable to the 
Secretary of the Treasury he may permit the 
licensee to continue business during the 
period of the appeal, or should the licensee 
refuse or neglect to furnish such bond, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall suspend such 
license until he Is notified by the clerk of 
the court of last appeal ns to the final dis¬ 
position of the case 

(d) Licensed dcAlers shall maintain such 
permanent record* of importation, shipment, 
and other disposal of firearm* and ammuni¬ 
tion a* the Secretary of tbo Treasury shall 
prescribe 

Sec 4 The provision* of this Act shall not 
apply with respect to the transportation, 
shipment, receipt, or importation of any fire¬ 
arm, or ammunition, sold or shipped to, or 
issued for the use of. (1) the United State* 
or any department, independent establish¬ 
ment, or agency thereof; (2) any State. Ter¬ 
ritory. or possession, or the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, or any department. Independent 
establishment, agency, or any political sub¬ 
division thereof; (3) any duly commissioned 
officer or agent of the United States, a State. 
Territory, or possession, or the District of 
Columbia, or any political subdivision 
thereof; (4) or to any bank, public carrier, 


So in origlnaL 
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express, or armored-truck company organized 
and operating In good faith for the transpor¬ 
tation of money and valuables: (6) or to any 
research laboratory designated by the Sec¬ 
retary of the Trmstiry; Provided. That ruch 
bank, public carriers, express, and armored- 
truck companies are granted exemption by 
the Secretary of the Treasury; nor to the 
transportation , shipment, or receipt of any 
antique or unserviceable firearms, or ammu¬ 
nition. possessed and held as curio* or 
museum pleoca: Provided. That nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to pre¬ 
vent shipments of firearms and ammunition 
to institutions, organizations, or persona to 
wham such firearms and ammunition may 
be lawfully delivered by the Secretary of War. 
nor to prevent the transportation of such 
firearms and ammunition ao delivered by 
their lawful possessors while they arc engaged 
in military training or In competitions. 

Sec. 5. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Art or any rules and 
regulations promulgated hereunder, or who 
mokes any statement in applying for the 
license or exemption provided for In this 
Act. knowing such statement to be false, 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined not 
more than $2,000. or Imprisoned far not 
more than five years, or both. 

Sac 6 . This Act shall take effect thirty 
day* after Its enactment. 

Sue. 7 The Secretary at the Treasury may 
prescribe such rules and regulations as he 
deems necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 

8*c 8. Should any section or subsection 
of this Act be declared unconstitutional, the 
remaining portion of the Act shall remain in 
full force and effect. 

Sac. 0. This Act may be cited as the Fed¬ 
eral Firearms Act. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
charged the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
under the direction of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, and subject to rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury, with the adminis¬ 
tration of the Federal Firearms Act. 
The following regulations are hereby 
prescribed under the Act. 

1. An application for a license by a 
manufacturer or a dealer desiring to 
transport, ship, or receive firearms or 
ammunition in interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce shall be made to the collector of 
internal revenue for the district in which 
the applicant’s principal place of busi¬ 
ness is located, 

2. The application shall show the name 
and principal place of business of the ap¬ 
plicant. the trade name, if one is used, 
and whether the business of the appli¬ 
cant is that of a manufacturer or of a 
dealer within the meaning of those terms 
as defined in the Act. 

3. Upon receipt of an application show¬ 
ing the information prescribed in para¬ 
graph 2. and the prescribed fee. the 
collector of internal revenue shall issue 
to the applicant a license which shall be 
In letter form until printed forms are 
made available. The license shall entitle 
the licensee to transport, ship, and re¬ 
ceive firearms and ammunition in inter¬ 
state and foreign commerce under the 
Federal Firearms Act. for a period of 
one year from the date upon which the 
license is issued, subject to revocation at 
any time upon conviction of a violation 
of the Act. The license letter shall show 
the collection district and a serial num¬ 


ber. The serial numbers In each district 
shall begin with *‘1 M and run consecu¬ 
tively. for example -5 N. J.No. I" 

4. The license letter shall be In the 
following form:

5. Each collector of Internal revenue 
shall maintain an alphabetical file of all 
the licenses issued in his district under 
the Federal Firearms Act. and shall fur¬ 
nish a copy of each such license to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue (at¬ 
tention MT:ST> immediately upon Is¬ 
suance. 

6. Fees collected under the Federal 
Firearms Act shall be scheduled on 
standard Form 1044 to the Regional Dis¬ 
bursing Officer for deposit to miscel¬ 
laneous receipts, symbol and title “3291 
Fees. Federal Firearms Act.*'
